What are Nakshatras / Stars? 


What are Nakshatras, Stars or Moon Mansions? 


Nakshatras are Fixed Stars (stars which don't move) 
The Stars which move are the Planets in our Solar System. 


“Zodiac Signs” (which are usually in pairs or mystical shapes 
which look like animals, humans or objects) are actually comprised of 
Fixed Stars. Nakshatras are what makes and adds meaning to these 
“Zodiac Signs and Constellations” that you see in the Sky. 


The are 27 Prominent Stars within the Zodiac Constellations. As 
planets move through these stars, you will see events play-out in 
relation to the mythology and/or essence of that star. 


Observing the Stars on a daily basis reguires paying attention to 
the Moon (and other Planets). The Moon is the Best One as it 
represents the collective consciousness on earth. Within a day, the 
moon transits through one Nakshatra. 


In the typical 24 hour day, many of our days entail: 8 Hours of 
Work and 8 Hours of Sleep, leaving the other 8 hours available, so if 
you're not meditating or reflecting on your day, then you forget to 
take the chance to observe and learn more about the effects the stars 
are having on you, in real time. 


The best way to learn and be fascinated with Astrology, is to 
simply write a Journal of the events that are happening, as they 
happen. Have a daily journal and log your events, dreams, 
conversations and whatever else happens (record the time too as you 
write, not just the day). 


All Language in the Universe is Symbolic than Factual (‘Metaphor’) 


There is a lot of information out there on Astrology. One of the many things that 
Astrologers forget, is to inform you that Astrological Language (and any and all 
language in the Universe, is Metaphor (Symbolic) based, even if one meant it 
to be materialistically factual, words will always mean multiple things, but will 
all resemble a similar theme behind them. When you hear a word that sounds 
incorrect to you, meditate on it, that wording may have the essence behind it 
which relates to something you're looking for. 


You may wonder..... why can't people just make it simple, “is it black or is 
white? Is it negative or is it positive?” In this generation, many may agree, 
because everything is branded and simplified; but this weakens our ability to be 
Creators and be Creatives because we are waiting for someone else to give us a 
materialized instruction in life about what event is going to play out, when in 
turn we can simply be in control by letting our minds just be a little more 
imaginative.

Natives here (depending on the planet placed) may even be activists or support 
some form of social reform to make the world better. This feel an internal weight 
regarding the issues that they are passion about as oppressors or the ones being 
oppressed. To win with Bharani, you need to bring together the feminine power, 
so alliance yourself with others who have the same ideas as you and work with 
them to deliver your desired result. 


A malfunctioning Bharani could be; like a parent who applies too much pressure 
on their child (because internally) the parent themselves are troubled or fear that 
they will lose some type of battle in the family lineage. However, a parent or 
someone who is too strict like this, needs to realize they may actually be 
damaging the child; instead, the goal here is to first understand the child’s goal 
and then express your ideas and the origins of the traumatic weight you carry, 
you may find that if solely tell the truth, people may agree with you and work 
with you, without you having to apply pressure, and even if they disagree with 
you, at least you now know that you are not in control of the outcome, therefore 
the internal pressure you’re feeling goes away; or you can apply it something 
else that needs your strength.

Krittika is the Universal fire that activates energy. There are many forms of 
fuel(s) that activate energy; You have Food, Electricity, Inspiration, Devotion 
and the list goes on. All the vastly different words have the same essence within 
them, they are fuel to active every which is need to achieve a specific goal. The 
Ruler of Krittika is the Sun, the Sun provides us energy too many forms; Solar 
Panel, Warmth, Life in General and Creates Food as Well. There are levels to 
this ‘Universal Fire’, the essence of this fire is the ability to “cut through”, to 
“penetrate, initiate, activate, translate, transform” and so on. 


Native with planets here have the ability to active fire by translating or transform 
the energy they have around them.

ROHINI

Rohini is about Beauty. It’s a feminine Star, which is fertile and ready to 
produce more wealth and resources. Think of Rohini as the beauty woman; 
many woman dress elegant, not because they are rich or wealthy or are even 
from a “high class”, but they dress so, because it is the way to express fertility, 
so that they can be watered by others and produce crops. Just looking good using 
the resources you have, invites those who are wealthy to come and co-create 
with you, because those who are wealthy are also looking for someone fertile. 


In this case “those who are wealthy” is metaphor for anyone next to you. If 
someone is attractive, they automatically start to gain wealth (they start getting 
watered, and their seeds grow in that way).

ARDRA

Star Symbol: bow and guiver (case that contains the arrows) 


PUNARVASU

Punarvasu is one of the most Auspicious Stars. It is limitless, boundless and 
eternal. Natives of his Nakshatra have the ability to bounce back when the fall, 
and the come back is guaranteed to be bigger than how they first started. It is 
like a loop, it keeps going out, and coming back bigger; this is also the position 
in the sky where the sun is at summer solstice; so is also the symbolic journey of 
the sun; where the sun shines bright in the summer, but then goes away and dies 
in the winter and then comes back again to shine.

Ashlesha has wisdom, mysticism and magic. When Ashlesha is functioning well, 
Natives are sexy, seductive, mesmerizing, and they know that they have these 
qualities and they use them very well. When this is malfunctioning natives could 
be deceitful, malicious and attack when you least expect it, the worst thing that 
could come out of here is a serpent which doesn’t recognize that it was meant to 
be a serpent, because that kind of serpent makes everyone nervous and because 
they lack confidence they seem to be devious at times and can become 
dangerous. 


Ashlesha characteristics are similar to the snake in the Garden of Eden, at the 
beginning of the Bible, which convinced Adam and Eve to eat the apple. Natives 
of Ashlesha can manipulate words to were you will not even be able to tell they 
have been manipulated (magic), if this skill is used for Good, the can go very far 
in life.
